by some feed 
But no flock should be 


out of proportion, to the ground space 
and kitchen wastage—not so large 
that feed will become, relatively, too 
costly an item 
The idea is not only 


to increase our poultry production, 
but to do it economically; to do it at 
very little cost, by turning the waste 
of kitchens and backyards all over 
the United States into chickens and 
eggs. 
Fowls are the only medium 


through which a good deal of this 
waste can be transformed into a val- 
uable food product.
